Students helped by 


new reading methods

Wendy Crick has been a teacher since 1988, 
and she is currently teaching 6th-grade lan- 
guage arts and reading at the East Jordan 
Middle School. She is a high-energy, passion- 
ate teacher and student advocate, who has ex- 
perienced the heartbreak of a learning disabil- 
ity both as a teacher and as a parent. She be- 
lieves she’s found a system that will change 
lives. 

Crick’s educational struggle with literacy 
instruction came even before her own daugh- 
ter began to have difficulty learning to read. 

“T didn't have enough tools to teach read- 
ing,” she said, saying that sometimes desper- 
ate parents would come to her begging for 
help for their child. “1 tried different things, 
all the tools that teachers have — but it didn't 
help. 


“T was always searching. I felt like as a 
teacher, I was failing,” she said. “I studied, | 
asked questions — it wasn’t there. Nothing I 
found was efficient and effective. | needed 
one, two, three grade levels in one year for 
some of the students. By 7th grade they’ re 
walking the fence, by high school Gf students 
can't read) we ve lost them. And most of them 
think they're broken.” 

Crick believed that the methodologies were 
what needed fixing in these causes. not the stu- 
dents. 

“T knew there was something. There had 
to be. Too many students were stuck at fourth- 
grade reading levels. Too many. It wasn't go- 
ing to get them where they needed to go.” 
she said. 

When Crick’s oldest child, Hailey. was in 
second-grade and wasn't learning to read, it

In addition to the inconvenience 
of scheduling and time off work to 
attend conferences and participate 
in continuing education classes, 
Campbell noted that small towns 
and cities have budgetary re- 
straints, and have to budget train- 
ing in incrementally, so that a clerk 
from a small municipality will 
achieve less per year than one from 
a larger city. ; 

' Campbell plans to at least keep 
recertified, but is considermg tak- 
ing the next step and getting the 
training for the master designation. 

“T would like to continue to bet- 
ter myself, and would like to move 
on to Master Clerk,” she said. 

According to Toni Brandt, ac- 
creditation specialist with the In- 
ternational Institute of Municipal 
Clerks, the CMC is “a declaration 
that you are proficient in your im- 


" portant position and that you have 


demonstrated mastery of adminis- 
trative skills critical to good gov- 
ernment.” ‘ 

In.addition, Susan Morrow, 
president of IIMC said, “IIMC 
grants the CMC designation only 
to those municipal clerks who com- 
plete demanding education require- 
ments;.and. who have.a record of 
significant contributions to their

“I have been here two years,” said DeHoog, 27, who 
admitted that he came to East Jordan for the job, and 
was uncertain whether he would want to remain.

Dew-bious beauty 


You know how people say, oh, this particular align- 
ment of the planets won’t happen again for another fifty 
years, so make sure you get out your super hi-powered 
telescope at 3:15 a.m. Friday to see it? And you do a quick 
count on your fingers and realize you might not be around 
in another fifty years, and so you think maybe you would 
like to get up in the night and see what you’ be missing 
those many decades hence? 

I always miss those alignments. 

But there are mornings just that spectacular, and being 
a morning person, | 
sometimes see those. 
This morning was one. 

As I drove to work, I 
noticed that a heavy 
dewfall had risen all the 
way to the tops of the 
evergreens, and they 
glowed white in the 
morning sun, as if cov- 
ered with frost. The 
fields lay in their golden- 
brown dryness, thirsty 
for that blanket of mois- 

ture, and scattered across them, stretched between parched 
blade after blade, were myriad gossamer handerkerchiefs: 
spiderwebs revealed in dew, as if a thousand lacy hankies 
had blown off a clothesline, and caught there in the grass. 
: When there is a frost, it reveals things on your car win- 
dows: fingerprints, drawings, words (if you have children 
and teenagers), paw prints, smear marks from someone 
(me) trying to clear away the fog before the defroster can 
do its work, impatient to be away. 

Dew works the same way on the spiderwebs. They 
emerge from hiding, catch the sun, and sparkle. Besides 
the suspended handkerchief webs, I saw a perfect spiral- 
ing web on the side of the road, a classic web, a web of 
perfect proportions and beauty. Dewdrops clung to it like 
crystalline jewels, and every tensile line of it stood in re- 
lief against the grass. 

It was a star, a firework, a jewel, cut glass, or lace. For 
some moments, until the dew dried or the sun moved, a 
spider stood in grave danger of discovery or starvation, 
so brilliantly exposed was that web. 

Topping another hill, I sank into a different landscape, 
not of field, but of low-lying wetland, watery black earth 
and cattails. Here the ground was in shadow, and no dew 
‘was visible. A thick mist rose from the saturated ground 
and wound around and over the cattails and disappeared 
‘into the encroaching dark cedars that circled the marsh. 

Morning dew is gone now, but afternoon will descend 
‘on the lake and inland hills and forests and some new 

beauty will be wakened that is unique to today, as 
“tomorrow’s will be, and yesterday’s was. 
“A week or two ago my sister and nieces and I went to 
see a movie in Charlevoix. It was a soft, warm summer 
night.

The Veteran of the Month for Au- 
gust is Thelma Joyce Behling. Born 
Sept. 10,1921 in Boyne City, Michi- 
gan, Behling graduated from Boyne 
City High School in 1940. She at- 
tended Hurley Hospital School of 
Nursing in Flint, and graduated in 
May of 1944.

Field staff with the Michigan Cooperative Emerald Ash 
Borer (EAB) Response Project recently implemented the 
2005 EAB detection tree program, which is an essential 
part of Michigan’s continued statewide efforts to contain 
the beetle. 

As part of this program, 12,000 ash trees were strategi- 
cally selected at varying densities in every county in the 
state (except in the 20 quarantined counties of southeast 
Michigan) to serve as EAB detection trees. The selected 
ash trees were “girdled”, a process removing a ring of 
bark from the tree trunk, to stress the trees. Research has 
shown EAB adults are more likely to lay eggs on stressed 
trees, but will not lure the pest from long distances nor 
create new infestations. 

The detection trees are four to eight inches in diameter 
and located in road rights-of-way, in state parks and state 
and federal recreational areas. Trees chosen for girdling 
on private property were selected with permission from 
the property owner. 

This EAB early detection program was first imple- 
mented in 2004 based upon the recommendations of the 
National EAB Science Advisory Panel, comprised of some 
of the nation’s leading entomologists. These ash detec- 
tion trees have proven to be a useful tool for early detec- 
tion of EAB. Girdled trees such as these have been used 
to help contain the pest in an already infested area by 
attracting the beetles to the stressed trees. 

“In 2004, this program helped us detect and implement 
containment strategies in six isolated areas of EAB infes- 
tations,” said Patricia Lockwood, EAB policy director for 
Governor Jennifer M. Granholm, “Early detection is criti- 
cal to the successful containment of the beetle in Michi- 
gan and to the overall response strategy. Detection trees 
provide a clearer picture of where the pest is in the state 
and allows us to effectively implement the best response 
and containment efforts.” 

It is essential that the trees be left alone as any distur- 
bance of the tree may lower the effectiveness of detecting 
the borer. Thus, Detection trees are tagged with “Do not 
disturb” signs. 

The detection tree recovery process is slated to begin 
in mid-September. During that process, the trees will be 
cut down and the bark peeled to look for larva. The re- 
covery phase of this project should be completed in mid- 
November. 

The Emerald Ash Borer is an exotic, aggressive beetle 
native to Asia and was discovered in southeast Michigan 
in 2002. To date, the pest is responsible for the death or 
damage of approximately [5 million ash trees in 20 quar- 
antined counties and 19 quarantined outliers.

became personal. 

“Kids made fun of her for reading baby books, 
and she frustrated me when she just guessed at 
words,” Crick said. “Thousands of parents have this 
experience. Hailey would see a ‘th’ and guess 
‘there,’ because it was a ‘wall word,’ even though 
it might really be ‘Thanksgiving.’ She just saw the 
‘th’ and ran through the ‘th’ words she knew.” 

Crick worked with her all the time, but Hailey 
continued to fall behind. Crick wanted more infor- 
mation, and had her daughter tested and evaluated, 
and consequently Hailey was found to be learning 
disabled. Crick couldn’t help but question the di- 
agnosis, not just for her own daughter, but for other 
students, These children were of normal intelli- 
/ gence, they weren’t impaired — why couldn't they 
read? The conclusion Crick drew was that it wasn’t 
the children, it was the methods used to teach them. 

Eventually, the Cricks hired a tutor for Hailey 
from the Michigan Dyslexia Institute in Harbor 
Springs. In addition, Hailey began receiving spe- 
cial education services. Even with the tutor, twice 
' every week, Hailey was making very little gain. 
| By fourth-grade her self-esteem had plummeted, 
| and she did everything she could to hide her inabil- 
ity to read at school.

“She had phenomenal teachers, who were encour- 
aging and helped her learn new personal strategics 
and how to advocate for herself,” Crick said. In ad- 
dition, Hailey had a very good special education 
teacher, and both mother and daughter loved her. 
But at a parent-teacher conference that spring, Crick 
asked the teacher to give her a bottom line, and the 
bottom line was that Hailey would never be able to 
| read. Some children are just wired differently, Crick 
was told. 

“T lost it,” Crick said. “I wasn’t worried about 
her getting a job when she grew up. She's got lots 
of personality and skills. But what about poetry?” 
For awhile, however, she tried to accept it. She got 
Hailey books and textbooks on tape. Hailey was a 
fantastic auditory learner, as most students who 
can‘t read are, Crick said, but still she wasn’t ex- 
celling in school. Fifth grade came and went, with 
Hailey still struggling along at a second-grade read-

“I just have a great faith in God and I just put it out 
there,” Crick said. “I knew there was something in this 
wonderful world we live in, with all those intelligent 
people, that I needed to find to help Hailey and all these 
other kids.” 

That summer, she found Lynn Zimmer, an instructor 
in Evidence Based Literacy Instruction, and she en- 
rolled the now discouraged Hailey in a summer tutor- 
ing program. 

“By November or December of (her sixth-grade 
year), Hailey came to me and said, ‘I started reading 
“The Lion, the Witch and the Wardrobe,” and I really 
like it,’” Crick said, with tears starting in her eyes. 
“From then on, she has read every single night — 
mostly history and sociat studies.” 

All of a sudden Hailey was getting all As, and get- 
ting on the Superintendent’s List and honor rolls. And 
Crick, absolutely convinced, took out her own credit 
card and got trained in the EBLI methologies, which 
she now teaches at the East Jordan middle school as 
well as instructing other teachers. 

“(Hailey’s) been a great role model,” Crick said. “By 
eighth-grade, kids have been let down so many times 
they don’t want to risk any more. I tell them, ‘Look at 
Hailey, tafk to Hailey, and if that’s what you want, come 
to me.’ And kids do.” 

EBL] methodologies have a strong phonics element, 
but students are also taught to understand that the En- 
glish language contains approximately 40 sounds, and 
there are approximately 140 letter combinations to cre- 
ate those sounds — and they learn these combinations. 
Instruction involves a lot of conversation, sorting and 
categorization, as well as having each student speak- 
ing, seeing and touching the concepts. 

For instance, a student will be given a word. and that 
words scrambled letters or combination of letters that 
create a single sound (such as “ci” sounding like “sh” 
in the word “spacious”). As the student physically takes 
the letters or letter combinations to spell a word, he is 
speaking the sound of that symbol or combination, as 
well as seeing it with his eyes. Students are always 
taken from the most concrete concepts to the most ab- 
stract. Each segment of teaching is only pursued for a 
few minutes al a time, but returned to, if the student 


ee 


has not mastered it. 

In addition, students use tactile aids, such as touch- 
ing their lips when they sound out a word. If their lips 
are moving, they are creating different sounds. And the 
sessions always include about 15 minutes of reading 
the words in a context. 

The system provides an organized way for students 
to learn the difficult English language in’ an efficient 
manner. Students do not learn the very flexible “rules” 
of English, but instead learn the facts of it. Learning 
that “ci” sounds like “sh” not only creates better read- 
ers, it also simultaneously creates students who are 
better able to spell. 

Crick has one year of results under her educational 
belt, and she is more convinced than ever that for stu~ 
dents who have been struggling with literacy, there is 
a light at the end of the tunnel. Her initial 25 students, 
with reading levels ranging from primer to fourth- 
grade, averaged an increase of two grade levels in a 
matter of less than a year. The parent and student testi- 
monials are often accompanied by tears (parents) and 
huge grins (students). 

Since she began, two more East Jordan teachers, as 
well as teachers in Boyne City, Charlevoix, and Har- 
bor Springs have been trained in the EBLI methods. 
She also has teachers come into her classroom to ob- 
serve, and students who seif-enroll to improve fluency 
and comprehension. Illiterate adult students are also . 
benefitting from EBL] strategics and learning to read. 

“T couldn't have done all this without a lot of help 
and support from other people,” Crick said. “My prin- 
cipal (Mike Haynes) has supported me 100-percent. I 
am so incredibly thankful for the Malpass Foundation. — 
1 wrote a mini-grant and they offset the cost of train- 
ing.” 

Crick asked Hailey if she can tell her story, the one 
about coming up to her grade level in reading with EBLI 
strategies, and Hailey agreed, but corrected her mother. 

“Above my grade level,” she said, and she is right.
